Existence of a mysterious 
underground “still” was liter¬ 
ally unearthed recently—right 
in the heart of Sierra Madre’s 
business district. 

The still—about the size of 
a small bathtub—was discover¬ 
ed during excavating opera¬ 
tions by Richley of California 
in cutting into the sewer line 
on Sierra Madre boulevard. It 
was buried approximately 6 
feet beneath the sidewalk. 

Usually-reliable Sierra Madre 
historians were unable to shed 
any light on the “mystery of 
the still” which has remained 
dark for no-one-knows-how- 
many-years. 

But C. W. Jones, president of 
the local Historical Society, 
cautiously ventured that it 
might: have been, some sort of 
“watering trough” installed 
when the public school was lo¬ 
cated there. 

Predominant opinion, how¬ 
ever, was that the still really 
was a still and probably dates 
back to early prohibition days 
when admission to many 
events in Sierra Madre was a 
pound of raisins and some sug¬ 
ar. 

Final disposition of the still 
was not known. Another mys¬ 
tery? 


Fire continues to take its 
toll and to destroy. Over the 
nation many fires occurred dur¬ 
ing the past months, in factor¬ 
ies and plants w’here men at 
work were unable to stop them.

First aid appliances handy 
would stop lots of these fires. 
This same applies to home 
fires. A flaming waste basket 
should not get beyond control. 
It should never be placed 
where f 1 a m es may reach 
another inflammable furnish¬ 
ing. If seen ablaze, it is a 
simple matter to snuff it out 
by placing a cover over it—if it 
cannot be removed without 
danger. 

Fires get started from such 
unexpected sources. Let’s keep 
in mind that there is always 
danger. Keep articles that take 
fire clear of heat. 

The common garden hose has 
done wonders right here in Si¬ 
erra Madre and has aided the 
Fire Department in retaining 
the low fire loss for which we 
are noted. Many good stops are 
attributed to the immediate 
use of the garden hose stream. 

It’s that first start that is 
easy to extinguish. Once a fire 
reaches the large stage—we ex¬ 
pect trouble. Call us early and 
we’ll get there as soon as pos¬ 
sible. If we return without hav¬ 
ing to put out a 'terge fire, we 
are all benefited. 

Said one fire fighter to 
another, “You don’t look so 
good, old man. What’s the 
trouble?” 

“I got domestic trouble.” “But 
thought you always said your 
wife was a pearl,” asked the 
man. 

“Yeah, that she is. It’s the 
mother of pearl that makes the 
trouble.” 

Another one goes the rounds 
like this: 

At 6 o’clock she laid out his 
dinner suit, at 7 she laid out 
his evening clothes, at 11 o’¬ 
clock she laid out his pajamas, 
and at 3 o’clock he came home 
and she laid him out. 

Which sums us to this: Mat¬ 
rimony puts an end to more 
petting in the park than all 
the police put together. 

When we read in fire maga¬ 
zines and reports of the terrif- 
fic fire loss throughout the na¬ 
tion, we can well be proud of 
our reputation and record in 
Sierra Madre. We are located 
in a region where fires can 
start much easier than in many 
other localities, and yet last 
year we were only called to 
answed fourte.en fire calls, 
most of which were of little 
consequence. 

This is simply because of the 
fire consciousness of the resi¬ 
dents. At least a large part 
of the credit for this “fire 
mindedness” must go to the 
fire fighters, who work dili¬ 
gently to avoid fires, as well 
as prepare to fight them.

You will find you 
do not need to do this very 
often. Your compost pile will 
accept and assimilate almost 
everything in the world that 
goes to decay. Dead leaves, 
grass cuttings, even citrus fruit 
peelings and sometimes the 
garbage go into the compost 
pile with good results. And 
good, clean, homemade com¬ 
post is humus which your soil 
wants and needs. 

LET’S KEEP THOSE 
PETS AWAY 

A few days ago I was look¬ 
ing at a beautiful new lawn 
and I regretted to notice that 
its smooth green surface was 
marred at the edges by dead, 
brown, ragged-looking patches 
—caused by the dogs. We all 
love our pets but dog nuisance 
can be almost as disastrous as 
insect injury, especially on 
your lawn and on shrubbery 
around the borders of your 
premises. Here is a formula you 
can use which will be highly 
effective: 

Mix 2 teaspoonfuls of DE- 
STRUXOL to 1 gallon of water, 
and throw into the mixture 2 
tablespoons of any kind of soap 
flakes.

SECTION 1. Pursuant to the 
written request of the owner of
